A remarkable inſtance of this Zeal appears from 
a letter of Dr. Gharles Hickman v), Chaplain to Lau- 
rence Hyde Earl of Rocheſter, the younger {an of the 
Earl of Clarendon, and the editor of his hiſtory. This 
letter was written by zhe Doctor, at the defire of his 
patron, to Dr. Thomas Sprat, Biſnop of Rocheſter, 
to requeſt that prelate's concurrence for preventing che 
intended publication of a collection of letters of Ki 
Charles 1. t to his Queen ,; which muſt have been dif- 
ferent from thoſe taken in his eabiner at Naſeby, ſince 
the latter had not only been publiſhed by order of the 
long parliament, but krwikk ſeveral times reprinted, 
and particularly with that King's orles.
